Home Established First 


The oldest institution on earth is the home. God 
established the first one in the garden of Eden long 
before a church or a school was established. 

It is the home and family that sets man apart 
from the beasts of the field. Beasts generally run in 
packs and sleep in dens. While the offspring are very 
young, the mother protects and defends and provides 
for them with a fierceness that is a marvel even to 
man. But as soon as the offspring grow larger the 
parental instinct disappears and the young beast must 
fend for himself. The parent soon forgets responsibility 
and deals with his offspring according to the law of 
the jungle. The young must fight against his brothers, 
his sisters, or even his father and mother for his 
morsel of food. Love, care and responsibility are soon 
gone and there is neither home nor family. But that 
is in the jungle. Man is not supposed to live according 
to jungle standards.

Message 





It is a common pastime for old folks to point out 
the faults of young folks. Even Plato wrote: 

The children now love luxury, they have bad man- 
ners, contempt for authority. They show disre- 
spect for elders and love chatter in place of exer- 
cise. They no longer rise when elders enter the 
room. They contradict their parents, chatter be- 
fore company, gobble up dainties at the table, 
cross their legs and tyrannize their teachers. 


The juvenile problem has become one of America’s 
heartaches. Delinquency and crime rise each year. It 
has become a problem that must be faced by all of 
us, because the children of our Christian homes are 
frequently swept into the vortex of our time. They 
are in danger of being sucked under by the whirlpool 
of rebellion that traps them on every side. 

Schools are not the answer, for in many instances 
that is the very hotbed of rebellion. The churches 
cannot do it for they lack the time, the personnel, 
the concentration and the intimacy with those in- 
volved. The law is not the answer because delinquency 
is a matter of the spirit as much as the deed and 
the law can only deal with deeds. The answer must be 
in the home. 


Why Teenagers Get Out of Hand 


A poll was taken recently by George Gallop on 
“Why Teenagers Get Out of Hand.” The conclusions of 
the poll were: 


1. Parents are not strict enough. 

2. Parents do not provide proper home life. 

3. Parents have too many outside interests. 

4. Parents are too indulgent; give children too much 

money. 

5. Both parents work, even though the mother is 

needed at home. 

Read these points over again carefully and note that 
each reason for our juvenile problem begins with the 
parents. Then examine your own home.. Don’t think 
that these errors do not invade the Christian home. 
They often do. 

1. It is all too easy for a Christian home not to be 
strict enough, or else to have strictness that is either 
(a) inconsistent, (b) unreasonable, or (c) hard-boiled 
instead of loving.

FTER THE CAR WAS repaired, Brother and 

Sister McLuhan, Mrs. Morehead and I took 

the repaired car and bade farewell to the na- 
tives in order to meet our appointment in Salisbury, 
Rhodesia. Salisbury, the capital of Rhodesia, is a beau- 
tiful and prosperous city. The Reverend Harley Pryce, 
who is pastor of a lovely European church in the heart 
of this beautiful city, had prepared for a special lunch- 
eon for 3:30 in the afternoon as a reception in our 
honor. The Prime Minister of Rhodesia, the Honorable 
Garfield Todd, and Mr. Strong, our American consul, 
were present for the occasion. We were hard put to 
arrive in Salisbury in time for our engagement. How- 
ever, by God’s help we arrived on time. Quite a large 
group of people were present for the luncheon. Ap- 
propriate songs and music were enjoyed by all, after 
which speeches were given by the Reverend Mr. Pryce, 
the writer, Brother McLuhan, the Prime Minister, and 
the American consul. In the evening we enjoyed a 
most profitable service in the beautiful church which 
is so ably pastored by Brother Pryce. The service con- 
sisted of choir and congregational singing, a special 
by Brother McLuhan and a trio made up of Brother 
and Sister McLuhan and Sister Morehead, a piano 
solo by Sister Morehead, after which I preached to the 
congregation. One lady was converted during the altar 
service. 

Having enjoyed a night of rest at the home of 
Brother and Sister Pryce, who were so gracious and 
hospitable to us, we were en route to Matibi where 
we were joined by Dr. J. A. Saayman, General Super- 
intendent of the native work in Southern Africa. Much 
of our route carried us through mountainous country. 
The mountain scenery in Africa is some of the most 
beautiful in the world. Night had closed in before we 
arrived in Matibi. However, the moon was full and 
the stars were shining in all their glory. Through the 
cool, clear atmosphere all seemed to proclaim the glory 
of our heavenly Father and His marvelous creation. 

When we arrived at Matibi, they were all waiting 
for us. Supper was prepared and in readiness in the 
neat, clean home of Sister Maria Maboka. After our 
refreshments, we gathered in a large room usually 
used for the school.

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were present. Several of the native ministers were 
there also, having arrived from the various countries 
and territories in different parts of Africa. Brother 
McLuhan delivered a most fitting discourse relative to 
his future plans for the work in Central Africa. I ap- 
preciated the excellent speech given by Dr. J. A. Saay- 
man also. I was privileged to address the group briefly. 

I understand that the workers at Matibi had received 
Brother and Sister Kenneth duPlooy very graciously. 
Yet, there was always the consciousness that Brother 
William duPlooy’s absence had brought about a sad- 
ness upon all. I know I personally missed him very 
much. The students lacked some of the joy and hap- 
piness I had noticed only a year earlier. Yet, all were 
striving to carry on the work in an efficient manner. 
We did not close the workers’ meeting until well past 
midnight. After adjournment several of us went into 
a business session with a smaller group. I believe it 
was near 1:30 in the morning by the time we were 
able to retire. 

Early in the morning, after a few hours’ sleep, we 
were up preparing for another day. The native minis- 
ters were getting ready to leave Matibi to return to 
their homes. However, before we left Matibi, we car- 
ried wreaths of artificial flowers which were sent by 
friends and the various local churches and placed 
them on the grave of a man who gave his life for 
missions, William duPlooy. It was a solemn procession 
made up of the family of Brother duPlooy, native 
ministers and students, also Dr. Saayman, Brother 
McLuhan and wife, Mrs. Morehead and the writer. 
Tears were brushed aside as we placed the wreaths 
on the grave of this noble man of God whose body 
rests on the side of the hill near the humble office 
and school he loved so dearly. 

Leaving Matibi, Brother Saayman joined our party 
in the Land Rover. We were en route to the out- 
station of Massaculi. Brother Kenneth duPlooy and 
his wife, and Maria Maboka and Anna, native teachers, 
were to follow us in another car to be with us in the 
services. It was a long and difficult trip to Massaculi. 
We arrived there about 8:00 p.m. A fairly good crowd 
was present, although several were absent due to a

dedicated to the cure and rehabilitation of 

alcoholics. Similar organizations have been 
formed to help the victims of other evils of these 
perilous modern times. These organizations prefer to 
remain anonymous for the protection of the individ- 
uals involved. 

There is a tremendous group of Christians who un- 
knowingly belong to “Christians Anonymous.” It is 
true they have no formal organization and they have 
not been aware of their joining, but by their actions 
they have unwittingly become one of them. There is 
every reason to agree with the secular organizations 
that they must remain anonymous. However, the posi- 
tiveness of Christianity just as forcibly demands that 
it must be given public demonstration and proclama- 
tion. Jesus said, “Ye are my witnesses”; “ye are the 
light of the world”; “ye are the servants of all”; 
“ye are the salt of the earth.” He demands that we 
must give the whole gospel to the whole world; yet 
what a small percentage of Christianity is carrying 
out the Saviour’s commands. 

It seems we have developed an unconscious sense 
of “let-the-other-fellow-do-it.” We desire the benefits 
of salvation but desire to remain anonymous when it 
comes to witnessing to others. I heard of a woman 
who had lived with her husband for several years 
before trying to win him to Christ. When approached 
on the subject he brought her to open shame by de- 
manding to know if she were a Christian. It is tragic 
when our lights are so hidden that those around us 
have not been blessed with their influence. 

Witnessing and testifying for Christ is more than 
mere lip-service. It demands a Christian demonstra- 
tion in daily life whether in the home, factory, office 
or classroom. 

There was a time when the little band whom Christ 
had commissioned as disciples found themselves be- 
longing to this group. 

Their leader had died and with His crucifixion their 
hopes had also faded, for they had expected Him to 
free them from Roman tyranny and set up a literal 
kingdom. 

But let us let the beloved apostle tell it in his own 
words as recorded in John 20:19-29. 

“Then the same day at evening, being the first day

of the week, when the doors were shut where the 
disciples were assembled for fear of the Jews, came 
Jesus and stood in the midst, and saith unto them, 
Peace be unto you. And when he had so said, he 
shewed unto them his hands and his side. Then were 
the disciples glad, when they saw the Lord. Then said 
Jesus to them again, Peace be unto you: as my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you. And when he had 
said this, he breathed on them, and saith unto them, 
Receive ye the Holy Ghost: whose soever sins ye re- 
mit, they are remitted unto them; and whose soever 
sins ye retain, they are retained. But Thomas, one of 
the twelve, called Didymus, was not with them when 
Jesus came. The other disciples therefore said unto 
him, We have seen the Lord. But he said unto them, 
Except I shall see in his hands the print of the nails, 
and put my finger into the print of the nails, and 
thrust my hand into his side, I will not believe. And 
after eight days again his disciples were within, and 
Thomas with them: then came Jesus, the doors being 
shut, and stood in the midst, and said, Peace be unto 
you. Then saith he to Thomas, Reach hither thy fin- 
ger, and behold my hands; and reach hither thy 
hand, and thrust it into my side: and be not faithless, 
but believing, And Thomas answered and said unto 
him, My Lord and my God. Jesus saith unto him, 
Thomas, because thou hast seen me, thou hast be- 
lieved: blessed are they that have not seen, and yet 
have believed.” 


This was the disciples’ dark day, for faith had given 
way to fear and heartaches had crowded out hal- 
lelujahs. It is rather hard to believe as we study the 
later lives and deaths of the disciples that at one time 
the following statement appeared in Scripture, “.. . 
when the doors were shut where the disciples were as- 
sembled for fear of the Jews.” Can you imagine the 
disciples trembling behind closed doors when just so 
recently the Master had clearly stated, “I will arise 
the third day”? Coupled with this positive promise 
were the personal accounts of the women greeted at 
the empty tomb by an angel and the race between 
Peter and John to the empty tomb to confirm this 
report. Also, He had so graciously appeared to two 
disciples on the Emmaus Road. 


There were several things that hindered the dis- 
ciples and drove them behind closed doors. The very 
same basic reasons have many disciples behind closed 
doors today as far as public Christian life and testi- 
mony are concerned. These things have driven them 
to the awkward position of “Christians Anonymous.” 
There are love and devotion in their hearts for Christ; 
yet something is keeping it pent up and the results 
are that many who need to see and share their de- 
votion are deprived of this glorious privilege. 

I think the chief reason for this condition is plainly 
stated in this Scripture, “. . . when the doors were 
shut where the disciples were assembled for fear of 
the Jews.” 

Today fear is the great robber of Christian testi- 
mony and Christian influence. We are surrounded 
with a world that is “fear-conscious.” We are afraid

WHAT IS THE MOST SERIOUS PROBLEM FACED BY OUR CHRISTIAN YOUNG PEOPLE TODAY?

THE NEED OF YOUTH is a balanced 
development according to the pattern set by our 
Supreme Example. “And Jesus increased in wisdom 
and stature, and in favor with God and man” (Luke 
2:52). Our example is balanced educational, physical, 
religious, and social development. 

Some seem to feel that if there is religious develop- 
ment, the goal has been achieved. God’s kingdom 
needs more than twenty-five per cent development. 
In fact there cannot be genuine Christian growth 
without developing the total man. Many of our young 
people are being lost from our churches because they 
feel that what the church offers is too inadequate in 
meeting their needs. This should not be so in a church 
with the potentials that we possess. We have nurtured 
the idea that physical, educational, and social de- 
velopment are done at the expense of spiritual growth 
when the truth is that there can be greater spiritual 
growth when there is a total development of God’s 
creation—man. There needs to be a re-examination 
of the traditional, venerated lists of “don’ts” for youth 
and activities found that will bring about a more 
complete development. 

Youth needs to belong to and be identified with a 
group his own age. The group should be active and 
provide recreational, social, educational, and religious 
activities making religion natural as a vital part of 
living. The success of the program will depend upon 
qualified leaders who will sacrifice to properly plan 
and organize a program integrating fundamental 
Christianity into every phase. 

The need of our youth is spirituality but there must 
be a physical, educational, and social being if we ex- 
pect to have anything to develop spiritually.

“To what extent can one be in the world, work in 
the world, associate with people of the world and 
still be holy?” 

The shallow teaching as to what constitutes true 
Christianity and the interpretation by the Church as 
to the meaning of holiness is a serious problem. The 
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opposite of holiness is worldliness and to say that a 
person is holy is to imply that he is not worldly. 
Yet, to what extent can one be in the world, work in 
the world, associate with people of the world and still 
be holy? Is it a sin to play cards, chew gum, watch 
television, go fishing, golfing, hunting, car riding, play 
ball, attend school sporting events or drive-in movies, 
wear rings, use make-up, or go in swimming in public 
places?

What a shame that anyone would think that 
this constitutes true Christianity! 

Emphasis upon the externals and superficial aspects 
of “holy” living, establishing laws and thus becoming 
weighted with legalistic traditions, failing to give 
proper perspective to the principles of Christianity, 
and minimizing the fruits of the Spirit as the true 
standard of holy living are creating a very serious 
problem among our young people.

The youth of our day are faced with multiple 
problems. A Christian finds it hard to stand true to 
his Master and attend the public schools. This is also 
true in all other activities. The devil offers many 
attractions to defeat the person who purposes to live 
for God. 

Hundreds of years ago, Daniel and the three Hebrew 
boys had to fight against many obstacles to live for 
God, but they came out victorious. Why? “Daniel pur- 
posed in his heart that he would not defile himself 
with the portion of the king’s meat.” There must have 
been some constraining force to cause Daniel to make 
that decision. I believe he had an understanding 
friend or relative who had proved to him the value 
of living for God. After he had gone to a strange 
land, he did not forget the lesson which had been 
taught and lived before him. It seems that Daniel 
was the hero of the three Hebrew youths. They were 
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willing to follow his footsteps in anything he decided 
to do. 

The adolescent of our day is in a state of change. 
He is growing up. He must make adjustments in 
every area of life—the home, the school, sports, and so 
forth. Many things have changed since Daniel’s day 
but one fact remains. The young person of our day 
still needs an understanding Christian to “hold his 
hand” while he makes the adjustment. No person can 
decide for another, but he can have an influence on 
the person making the decision. 

Jody, a fourteen-year-old boy, had been genuinely 
saved. The group with which he associated at school 
were not Christians. They began to call the boy a 
sissy for attending church. To prove he was not that 
soft, Jody began breaking the school rules and de- 
lighting in being made an example of bad conduct. 
For a time he seemed to lose all interest in church 
activities. The one compelling force in Jody’s life was 
his admiration for his mother. He desired her approval 
above all else. Since she understood his emotions, and 
wisely guided him through the critical days and weeks, 
he was led to see his own mistakes. The experience 
helped him to make right decisions. 

The above illustrations are given to point out why I 
believe the most serious problem faced by our Chris- 
tian young people today is the need of an under- 
standing friend or relative, to intelligently and tact- 
fully guide the boys and girls through the critical 
years of adjustment. If another tried to decide for the 
young person, he would be brushed aside as an 
offender, but if he can stand in the shadows, so to 
speak, and guide the youth without his even knowing 
it, the life.can be molded on a solid foundation 
for good. —Geneva Carroll

This is a question which is so complex that it can- 
not be easily answered. It is, however, a vital and 
stimulating query. There are three areas of experience 
in which young people face some of their most per- 
plexing problems. 

First, the uncertainty of world conditions and the 
hostility in world affairs have brought on the youth 
of today a problem of which many are not aware. 
This situation, however, has revealed its reality in 
youth’s fanatic infatuation over such things as the 
“James Dean myth,” and the “rock ’n roll” craze. 
There is a reason for such outrages. The physical 
director of a large Y.M.C.A. informed me that ninety 
per cent of the boys with whom he works are frus- 
trated about the future. To these young people, to- 
morrow holds nothing for them but the probability of 
military training and possibility of total war. The un- 
rest of the age has taken from them much of their 
hope for future happiness. Christian young people are 
certain to be affected by this condition. 

Second, there is a social problem to confront. The 
lack of Christian companionship has driven many 
young people into the waiting arms of the world in 
search of fulfilling their God-given urge of gregarious- 
ness. This is especially true of young people reach- 
ing the age of marriage. The burden of bringing these 
youth together in Christian fellowship rests largely 
with the church. 

Third, there is a problem which battles most Chris- 
tian youth. Sooner or later the Christian must explain 
his creed and justify his conduct. Why does he believe 
this? Why does he not partake of certain activities? 
These are not unfair questions for his friends to ask, 
for the Word has said that a man ought always to be 
ready to give a reason for the hope that lies within 
him. All too often, however, the youth of our church 
stand red-faced and mentally empty-handed because 
they have no answer to give. Looking at it from the 
young person’s viewpoint, the problem is that the 
church has failed to give him the answer. Youth’s 
faith must be confirmed! If a young person has been 
required to deny himself of certain activities, then he 
should be told WHY. If the church has given him no 
reason, it is not fair to assume that he will be able 
to answer his friends. 

To solve these and many similar problems and to 
meet the social and spiritual needs of youth today 
constitute one of the greatest challenges which the 
Church faces. —Don Aultman

We cannot do a great deal to help those adults 
who have grown up in sin; who have decided that 
there is no God; who have gone so far into sin that 
they have lost all hope; who have formed such habits, 
and lusts, and desires for sin, that they are not willing 
to give them up, even for Jesus’ sake; who have de- 
cided that there is no hell to shun and no heaven to 
gain; or who have already joined some worldly 
church, and hide behind it when asked to repent 
and be born again. But we do have a good chance of 
winning the child. Here, indeed, is the richest field, 
and the whitest harvest in all the earth. Here among 
the children and youth you will find hearts that will 
hear, accept, and believe the truth, and be born again. 


So, then, instead of shunning the children, give 
them more attention. There is a certain amount of 
child psychology that every Christian worker should 
understand if he is to accomplish the greatest good in 
trying to reach the child. The first, and perhaps the 
most important, thing is for the Christian worker to 
be convinced that the child is worth saving! There are 
some places on earth today where a father will desire 
a son, and when his wife bears a daughter, he will 
throw her little body to the beasts of the jungle. You 
think this inhuman? Well what about those fathers 
and mothers in so-called Christian America, who bring 
into the world both boys and girls, and throw them to 
the dance halls, the theaters, the gambling dens, the 
race tracks, the fight arenas; and who leave them 
with baby-sitters while they, themselves, take a fling 
at these vices? Are they not throwing their children 
out to be destroyed by Satan? Of course, they are doing 
it in a civilized way, but doing it nonetheless. You 
Christian workers must see that these little ones are 


worth saving. Maybe they are not yours; not even 
your color or race; perhaps you have never seen them 
before; they may resent your efforts in their behalf; 
their parents may become angered at your trying to 
lead them to Christ; but you must still bear in mind— 
they are worth saving. If you lose the vision of their 
worth, you will never lead one of these little ones to 
Jesus. 

There are also places where little unwanted infants 
are thrown into the rivers for the crocodiles to feast 
upon. Would you not take one of these little ones from 
its father’s arms and adopt it as your own, to save it 
from such a fate? Would you think of the cost? Would 
you say, Go ahead and throw it to the crocodiles, it 
is not my color? Or would you say, Cast it to the river, 
I have no time for it? Listen, Christian worker, do 
you think the children there in your community are 
worth saving? They are in much greater danger than 
a child who is cast into a river. That little one is soon 
dead and in paradise to await the general resurrection; 
and then he will return to the renewed earth to live 
with Jesus: but those little ones out there in the street 
near your home, who live there in the same block with 
you; they are going deeper and deeper into sin’s dark 
way. They, too, will soon be dead. But because they 
have rejected the knowledge of the truth, and have 
put Jesus to shame, they will be in hell awaiting the 
general resurrection, only to hear Jehovah’s declara- 
tion, “Depart from me; I never knew you.” And these 
shall go away into everlasting fire prepared for the 
devil and his angels—because you did not think them 
worth saving. Then what will become of you, Chris- 
tian worker?

misunderstanding as to the time. However, we enjoyed 
a most gracious service. It was a privilege to preach 
to them. Several knelt for prayer. Brother Saayman 
was at his best among them. He could speak their 
language fluently, having learned it as a child. I could 
see that they loved him very much. They were pleased 
to receive Brother McLuhan as the new superintend- 
ent. Sister McLuhan, Sister Morehead and Brother 
McLuhan sang a trio for them. They were thrilled to 
hear them. Our lodging for the night was the Land 
Rover, a small tent and the open air. 


The next morning we packed our cars and bade fare- 
well to the natives, after which we went to Bulawayo 
where we were scheduled to be at a European service 
with the Reverend and Mrs. Charles Jennings. We 
were received into their home with every possible con- 
sideration. Bulawayo is a prosperous, growing city in 
Rhodesia. Here Brother Jennings has succeeded in 
building a beautiful church. He also has a splendid 
congregation. I thoroughly enjoyed the congregation- 
al singing and music. A trio consisting of Brother and 
Sister McLuhan and Sister Morehead sang for them. 
The congregation thoroughly enjoyed their singing. 
They also enjoyed a solo by Brother McLuhan as well 
as a piano solo by Sister Morehead. It was my re- 
sponsibility to speak to this fine congregation. They 
expressed appreciation for our visit very generously. 

On the following day we went to Livingston and 
Lusaka where we were to board our plane for Europe. 
It was truly an enjoyable trip. Livingston is a pros- 
perous and lovely city. Soon after arriving in Living- 
ston we learned that Dr. Saayman had taken seriously 
ill with a kidney ailment. Incidentally, he had preced- 
ed us, traveling with Brother and Sister Kenneth du- 
Plooy. We were all very anxious about his recovery. 
This, as I understand it, was his second attack, and 
the doctor had informed him that these attacks were 
very serious and could be fatal. But God had heard 
and answered prayer and he was much improved on 
the following day. He decided to join our party in the 
Land Rover from Livingston to Lusaka. 


We were privileged to visit briefly Victoria Falls 
which is near Livingston. The words of Livingston, the 
great missionary, are most fitting in describing the 
Falls; he said, “Angels must have paused to gaze upon 
such wondrous beauty as they beheld God’s lovely 
creation.” I was much impressed as I looked upon the 
large bronze monument of Livingston, the great Scot- 
tish missionary, realizing that he had made such great 
sacrifices for the cause of Jesus Christ and the love 
of the souls of his fellow man. 


Having spent about two hours at the Falls, we con- 
tinued on our way to Lusaka. En route we stopped 
to visit with Brother and Sister Jansen who are home- 
steading a section of land consisting of a few thousand 
acres in Rhodesia near Lusaka. As we approached the 
home, we found them sitting in their yard near the 
kitchen door. With them were their two children, a 
handsome young man and a lovely daughter who was 
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about eighteen years of age. The daughter was enter- 
taining herself with a pet monkey which I suppose 
someone had captured from the bush and had given 
to her for a pet. They were all overjoyed to see us. I 
realized that visitors seldom passed that way. 

Soon after our arrival we were discussing the mis- 
sionary work. He had built a small church on his 
land. However, he told us that recently the govern- 
ment had closed the services and forbade him to con- 
tinue the mission. I trust that God will help them re- 
sume services again. Most of our time was used in dis- 
cussion of the Lord’s work, how best to go forward in 
the promotion of the church in that part of Africa. 
Night was on before we left the farm. Oil lamps were 
used for light. Hot tea and cookies were served us, after 
which we all knelt in prayer. With tears and fare- 
wells we were on our way to Lusaka for the night. 

On the following day all went with us to the airport. 
It was to be my last day in Africa. I would fly to 
Europe by the way of Athens, Greece, on to Rome, 
Italy, and from there to Great Britain. After arriving 
at the airport, I had about an hour and a half before 
my plane would leave; so I invited the whole party, 
which included Dr. Saayman, Brother McLuhan, 
Brother and Sister Kenneth duPlooy, also Maria and 
Anna, and we sat down in the shade of a tree. There 
for about an hour and fifteen minutes I carefully an- 
alyzed our work in Central Africa. This I followed 
with recommendations as imperative to the success 
of our work. All agreed wholeheartily with all that I 
had said, pledging themselves to the work which must 
yet be done in Africa. I could hear the motors of my 
plane as it was landing. We hurried to the airport 
and then out to the runway. There were handshakes, 
some tears, then a farewell to our precious workers 
in Africa. As the plane was taxiing down the runway, 
from our window we could see them waving farewell. 
Then we were in the air en route to Europe and from 
Europe to sail again to the shores of the United States 
of America.

of Communism, afraid of super weapons, afraid of 
crippling and body-ravaging diseases, afraid of loose 
talk and gossip, afraid to live, afraid to die, every con- 
ceivable fear is magnified and publicized. 

Many well-meaning Christians have unconsciously 
allowed this condition to invade their spiritual lives. 
They are afraid to pray, afraid to testify, afraid to 
visit and invite people to church, afraid to give of 
their means, afraid to try to win a soul. 

Of what are they afraid? Some are afraid of failure, 
some of public opinion, some of private opinion, some 
of persecution, some of misunderstanding, some that 
it can’t be done, some that it can’t be done as well 
by them as by others, and myriad other petty ex- 
cuses Satan so subtly injects into their minds. 

I am so thankful that Christ did not leave His dis- 














ciples in their fearful dilemma but calmed their fears 
with faith and sent them out to Christianize the 
world. 

The Lord is no less interested in people today who 
are captivated by fear. His Word declares He is “the 
same yesterday, today and forever.” He has a plan 
and method for dispelling our fears, banishing our 
timidity, and giving us a positive accent on Christiani- 
ty that cannot and will not be held captive by the 
bonds of fear or any other Satanic suggestion. 

Let us notice the method of deliverance for these 
fearful few in John 20. 

First, Christ recognized that faith had given way 
to fear. There was only one way to banish this fear 
and restore faith, and that was to reveal Himself alive 
to them. Thus, He steps in through locked doors and 
salutes them with the most assuring word in the world 
—peace. “Peace be unto you.” Peace and fear cannot 
abide together. When peace appears, fear must leave. 

The next thing He did was to show them His hands 
and His side. “Then were the disciples glad, when 
they saw the Lord.” A few minutes before they were 
gripped with fear; now they are overcome with glad- 
ness. What had happened to merit such a drastic 
change? Christ had spoken “peace” and showed them 
His hands and side; a token of His soul-saving sac- 
rifice on Calvary. It was indeed a look back to Cal- 
vary. A vision of Calvary brings peace and gladness. 

Today, my friend, if you will return to Calvary, 
look long upon the wounded hands and side and listen 
until you hear that calming word peace; you, too, 
shall dispel your fears. Most Christians today are 
beset by fear because they have been so long away 
from Calvary. The cross to them has become dull 
and vague and Christ seems far away. Would you be 
free from your fears? Would you come from behind 
closed doors to bless the world? Then get a fresh vision 
of Jesus, of His sacrifice, and imbibe deeply of His 
peace. No man can long remain quiet who long re- 
mains near the Christ of Calvary. He shall see Him 
smitten and suffering, bleeding and dying, and burst- 
ing forth from the grave with the eternal faith slogan 
of the Christian, “Peace,” for truly peace begets trust. 

There was not only a “look backward to Calvary” 
but a “look forward to Pentecost” as He spoke, “As 
my Father hath sent me, even so send I you. And 
when he had said this, he breathed on them, and 
saith unto them, Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” Every 
Bible scholar knows they did not then receive the 
Holy Ghost but received the promise and the command 
that later was fully realized by the 120 in the upper 
room in Jerusalem on the Day of Pentecost. Christ 
was telling them, “I am giving you a job; now go by 
Jerusalem and get your tools with which to do it well.” 

There were two things which Christ vividly pointed 
out to these despairing disciples to transform their 
lives. They were “a look backward to Calvary” and “a 
look forward to Pentecost.” 


I am thoroughly convinced that Calvary and Pen- 
tecost do not play the leading role in the lives of 
those who are “Christians Anonymous.” Those who 
have drunk deeply of God’s grace, who daily feed 


upon the “true bread from heaven” and go forth in 
“the power of the Spirit” are the ones who have 
blessed and will bless the world with the dynamics 
of Christianity. 

Pentecost has been followed by an unending trail 
of missionaries, miracles and martyrs. It is to the 
influence of Calvary and Pentecost that the Christian 
world owes its place today. 

A fresh vision of Calvary and Pentecost will bring 
any church or individual from behind closed doors 
to bless the world.

2. It is easy for Christian parents to fail in pro- 
viding proper home life by allowing home to become 
boring or unpleasant or even too much like a church. 
Children need a home where they can have fellowship 
and fun as well as devotion. 

3. It is easy for Christian parents to have so many 
worthy outside interests that they neglect their own 
children. Remember this: the first responsibility of any 
parent is his own home and his own children — be he 
preacher, teacher, leader or layman. His home should 
have a greater influence on his work than his work 
has on his home. 

4. It is easy for Christian parents to be so “good” 
to their children that they let them go to the devil. 
They become so indulgent that they spoil and ruin 
the life they love. It is easy to give too much of 
things and too little of correction. (Read ‘“Progenola- 
try” in the July 8, 1957 Evangel.) 

5. It is easy for Christian mothers who do not really 
need to work to do so in order to bring more “con- 
veniences” and mechanical gadgets into the home. 
Love, care and attention are often sacrificed in order 
to provide more of material things. 

The greatest anchor a young person can have is a 
personal experience with the Lord Jesus Christ. The 
best place to receive that experience and that ac- 
quaintance is in his own home.
